a problem now than at nn.\ other sea 
son. for th e Intensity of the sum m er 
sun Is not tem pered with the w inter’s 
fr**st. und know s no Mercy In e x tra c t­ 
ing its toll e ith er from delicate colors 
or complexions. 
Do } im know how to select a color 
th at will he serviceable? 
Strictly speaking, a color Is service­ 
able when it “ does not show dirt," and 
holds its color well. 
Now, th e re are several thing-; upon 
which such serviceability depends, and 
know ing some of these points will help 
us to Judge the practical value of a 
color before buying the garm ent, or the 
m aterial ti* m ake up. 
^Shopper* Mddiun look back of the 
m an u factu re of the m aterials they buy, 
and yet It is very im portant in this 
ease, for tile dependability of the color 
hangs first of nil iqmn the kind of 
fiber front w hich the goods w ere made. 
F or Instance, when we know th at linen 
fades most, cotton next and wool and 
silk least of all, 
there 
are 
several 
things which we can u nd erstand better. 
It is no puzzle nt all, then, why the 
cnttnn-and-wool mixed suit which wb 
bought did not hold Its color well, fi*r 
we know th a t Cotton th read s do not 
tak e th e dyes so well as the all-wool. 
W hen It comes to the color Itself, 
one should rem em ber th at all the deli­ 
c ate shades, pinks, greens and laven­ 
ders, are likely to give the most troll- 
ide, since they not only fade with 
washing, hut In the strong sunlight. 
F a irly d a rk colors are m ore economi­ 
cal In thut they stay clean longer than 
light tints. 
Light colors have another 
disadvantage, too, in that th e w earer 
may grow tired of them because they 
m ake h er fi'o! conspicuous, and she 
may wish she had chosen som ething 
less showy. 
F o r this reason, a dark 
color is generally more satisfactory. 
If a garm ent Is so light th a t It soils 
easily It Is not economical. T hen, too, 
a color or com bination of colors which 
cannot he Cleaned Bt hom e with com­ 
parative ease and satisfacto ry resu lts 
cannot he said to he really serviceable. 
An exam p le Is w here th e g arm en t 
itself may w ash well, but th e trim ­ 
ming “ runs" en d spoils th e w hole g a r ­ 
ment. 
W hite linen and cotton fabrics nro 
exceedingly satisfactory, as they can 
be bolled and will retain th eir w hite­ 
ners indefinitely, and because w hite is 
suitable to w ear with any color of 
costu m e; but w hite cannot fa* said to I 
be economical, if laundry hills must he j 
figured in; and the colors an* often j 
most desirable because they will stay j 
clean longer.

It Is Important That Buyer 
Should Know Advantage 
of Color. 


A great deal is heard about "serv­ 
iceable” colors, especially at this time 
of the year, when one is engaged in 
shopping for colorful 
and 
practical 
frocks for summer wear. It is more of 
u problem now than at any other sea­ 
son. for the intensity of the summer 
sun is not tempered with tile winter’s 
frost, und knows no mercy in extract­ 
ing its toll either from delicate colors 
or complexions. 
I »o you know how to select a color 
that will be serviceable? 
Strictly speaking, a color Is service­ 
able when It ‘‘does not show dirt," and 
holds its color well. 
Now, there are several things upon 
which such serviceability depends, and 
knowing some of these points will help 
us to Judge the practical value of a 
color before buying the garment, or the 
material to make up. 
Shoppers seldom look hack of the 
manufacture of the materials they buy, 
and yet it is very Important in this 
case, for the dependability of the color 
hangs first of all upon the kind of 
fiber from which the goods were made. 
For Instance, when we know that linen 
fades most, cotton next and wool and 
silk least of all, 
there 
are 
several 
things which we can understand better. 
It is no puzzle at ail, then, why the 
cotton-and-wool mixed suit which we 
bought did not hold Its color well, for 
we know that cotton threads do not 
take the dyes so well as the all-wool. 
When it comes to the color Itself, 
one should remember that all the deli­ 
cate shades, pinks, greens and laven­ 
ders, are likely to give the most trou­ 
ble, since they not only fade with 
washing, hut In the strong sunlight. 
Fairly dark colors are more economi­ 
cal in that they stay clean longer than 
light tints. 
Light colors have another 
disadvantage, too, In that the wearer 
may grow tired of them because they 
make her feel conspicuous, and she 
may wish she had chosen something 
less showy. 
For this reason, a dark 
color is generally more satisfactory. 
If a garment Is so light that It soils 
easily it is not economical. Then, too, 
a color or combination of colors which 
cannot he cleaned at home with com­ 
parative ease and satisfactory results 
cannot be said to be really serviceable. 
An example Is where the garment 
itself may wash well, but the trim­ 
ming "runs” and spoils the whole g a r ­ 
ment. 
White linen and cotton fabrics are 
exceedingly satisfactory, as they can 
he boiled and will retain their white­ 
ness Indefinitely, and because white Is 
suitable to wear with any color of 
costume; hut white cannot be said to 
lie economical, if laundry bills must he 
figured in; and the colors are often 
most desirable because they will stay 
clean longer. 
Every 
woman 
should 
understand 
that cloth dyed In the yarn is more 
serviceable than that dyed In the piece. 
The reason being that the dyes have a 
better chance to penetrate 'the cores 
of the threads. 
In the same way, the 
design which has ben printed on is 
less permanent than a woven one.— 
Kansas City Star.

Two applications of the chemical have been made this 
summer and excellent results have been obtained. 
The chemical 
draws moisture' from the air, laying a damp carpet over the dust. 
The expense of the applications which are1 necessary about two 
or three times during the sum m er are small. 
About live tons are 
used in each application at a cost of about $30 a ton. 
Fergus Falls, says the fA'i'gus Falls. Journal, has boon tr y ­ 
ing out calcium chloride to some extent during the present sea­ 
son, and it seems to be very satisfactory. 
It is in use on (astern 
Summit avenue, N orthern avenue and a few tither places and 
keeps the dust down all day, while water keeps it down for only 
a few hours, when the weather is hot. 
It should also prove effec­ 
tive when it is too cold to sprinkle and it seems to serve as a 
hinder, where constant sprinkling tends to give tilt' streets a 
washboard effect.

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ROCKNE EXPLAINS NEW FOOTBALL RULES 


By HENRY L. FARRELL 
(Knifed Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Sept, 4.—Several important changes tha* were made last year 
in the football rules promise to make the great collegiate game more inter­ 
esting than ever in the approaching season. 
The changer can he outlined hest ami explained by the following article 
written by Knute Rockne, coach of the Notre Dame football team, for the 
"American Boy," and reprinted bv ifs courtesy: 
"Football is going to be a lot more fun for tho fellows in the stands this 
year, and for players as well, because the hall is to he kicker] from the 40- 
vard line Instead of from midfield. 
"Last year two radleal changes In the kick off were made, The ter* which 
all good kickers used was declared Illegal, and the halt was kleked from the 
RO yard line, 
It was thought that eliminating the fee, and thus < fitting down 
both height and distance of th** ball’s flight, would compensate for the IO yard 
difference, 
"But ll didn’t. 
Repeatedly- high school and college kickers, accustoming 
themselves to a feeless kick off, sent the ball over the goal line for ii touch­ 
back. That meant that It was brought out to Hic 20-yard line and put In play. 
And one of the greatest thrills in football, the return of the kick-off, was 
almost entirely eliminated from the game.

field, an d in some eases, like that last fall when an Army player had to go 
t h r o u g h two pla ys with a badly sm ashed foot before the doctor could catch tin* 
u m p i r e ’s eye, w ork ed out badly.
